SUPPLEMENTAL PETITION PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1.81 
FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ABANDONMENT 

Dear Sir: 

This is to supplement the "Petition Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.81 for Withdrawal of 
Abandonment" (the "original petition") filed on January 9, 2004. On March 8, 2004 
Applicant's attorney received a phone call from Examiner Krista Zele in which Ms. Zele 
indicated that the original petition did not address a "Notice of Incomplete Reply" (the 
"notice") mailed on February 8, 2002. However, neither the Applicant nor the 
Applicant's attorney was aware that the notice had been issued. On March 9, 2004, Ms. 
Zele faxed a copy of the notice to Applicant's attorney. In reviewing docketing records 
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for the file, it is clear that the notice was never received by the Applicant prior to Ms. 
Zele's fax of March 9, 2004. 

Applicant explained these events in a phone conversation of March 10, 2004 
between Applicant's attorney and the Examiner now handling the petition, Ms. Janice 
Tippett. In the conversation, Ms. Tippett agreed that the current supplemental petition 
should be filed to provide evidence that the notice was never received. 

In that regard, Applicant notes that upon receipt of the notice from Ms. Zele on 
March 9, 2004, applicant's in-house paralegal immediately conducted a thorough search 
of the associated file and did not find the notice therein. All docketing for the matter was 
performed in-house. The applicant's paralegal has searched the in-house docket record. 
The search indicated that the notice was never received by the applicant. Attached is a 
copy of the docket record for this application, which shows that the Notice of Incomplete 
Reply was never received. Also enclosed is a copy of the in-house Actions due screen 
which does not indicate that a response to the notice or the underlying Notice to File 
Missing parts was due. To the contrary, the enclosed copy of the Actions due screen 
indicates that a complete response to the Notice to file Missing parts was made on January 
25, 2004. 

In view of the above, Applicants hereby repeat the petition, pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .81, for withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment mailed December 17, 2003, and 
respectfully request that the application be forwarded to the appropriate Examining 
Attorney for prosecution as soon as possible. 
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To facilitate prosecution of the application, Applicant encloses herewith a response 
to the Notice of Incomplete Reply including a copy of the Notice and formal drawings. 
Since the notice was never received by the Applicant it is believed that no fees are due.
